3-D Security Ribbon 

Tilt the note back and forth while focusing 
on the blue ribbon. You will see the bells 
change to 100s as they move. When you 
tilt the note back and forth, the bells 
and 100s move side to side. If you tilt 
It side to side, they move up and down. 
The ribbon is woven Into the paper, not 
printed on It. 


Bell in the Inkwell 

Tilt the note to see the color-shifting 
bell in the copper inkwell change 
from copper to green, an effect which 
makes the bell seem to appear and 
disappear within the inkwell.

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Anthony Swiatek Talk in Baltimore 

Former ANA President Anthony Swiatek spoke on “What Every 
Collector Should Be Aware of Before Buying Coins at a Coin Show” on 
Friday at the June Whitman Expo in the Baltimore Convention Center. 
This expo was held in a new hall, nearest to Camden Yards, so the talk 
was nearby on the west side of the hall. We had a couple dozen 
attendees for a talk that lasted an hour and a half. 

Mr. Swiatek had an old-fashioned slide show that included many 
counterfeits and altered coins, including coins with added mintmarks and 
smoothed surfaces. He also described how evolving grading standards 
and coin slabbing have impacted the coin market. As a recognized expert 
in U.S. commemorative coins, Mr. Swiatek gave the audience some 
pointers on which recent commemorative issues contain valuable 
varieties. He also included a good number of anecdotes and humorous 
stories. At the conclusion of the lecture, Mr. Swiatek accepted an 
honorary life membership in MSNA and a presentation set of MSNA 
medals. He also donated back our honorarium, which will help keep 
MSNA in the black this year.

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A Brief History of Anti-Counterfeiting Devices

The British colonies in North America primarily used as currency coins 
whose value was based on their metal content. When the king taxed his 
colonies to pay for wars in Europe or the colonies, he removed specie 
from circulation, forcing the colonies to find other ways to finance 
services provided by their own governments. Since it was illegal for the 
colonies to coin money and specie was scarce, the colonies issued paper 
notes. These notes functioned as currency but actually were bills of 
credit—short-term public loans to the government. For the first time, the 
money had no intrinsic value but was valued at the rate issued by the 
colonial government in payment of debt. Every time the government 
needed money to pay creditors, they authorized the printing of a 
specified quantity and denomination of notes. Laws authorizing the 
issuance of notes were called emissions. Most emission laws also 
included a tax that was used to repay the bills of credit with interest. 
When citizens paid taxes with paper currency, the paper was retired. As 
the notes were removed from circulation, that meant less interest the 
government had to pay. On the maturity date, people brought their notes 
to authorized agents who paid off the loan. The agents then turned the 
notes over to the colonial government for reimbursement plus a commis¬ 
sion. Sometimes, colonies could not pay back the loan. They instead 
passed another emission law to cover the debt owed from the previous 
emission plus further operating expenses, buying back mature notes with 
new notes. The colonists accepted this system since it was easier than 
barter and there were never enough coins to meet commercial needs. 

Counterfeiting was rampant by the mid-Eighteenth Century. In order to 
combat the problem, Benjamin Franklin devised the nature print, an 
imprint of a leaf or other natural item with unpredictable patterns, fine 
lines, and complex details, making it difficult to copy. To create a nature 
print, Franklin placed a leaf on a damp cloth. The cloth was placed on 
top of a bed of soft plaster to press the leaf into the plaster. Once the 
plaster hardened, it had a negative impression of the leaf. Molten copper 
was then poured over the plaster to make the printing plate. Franklin 
first used nature prints for the 1737 New Jersey emission. He also used 
different leaves for different denominations and elaborately engraved 
borders to further thwart the efforts of potential counterfeiters. 
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Franklin partnered with David Hall to print notes for New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania. Along with his nature print, Franklin also included the 
phrase “Tis Death to Counterfeit.” Aside from trying to scare away 
potential counterfeiters, the penalty for counterfeiting in the Eighteenth 
century really was death, though no convictions for counterfeiting 
colonial currency have been recorded. Later, Hall partnered with 
William Sellers to print Pennsylvania currency when the Pennsylvania 
assembly sent Franklin to England as their colonial agent. 

Other printers tried different methods to thwart counterfeiters. James 
Parker of Woodbridge, New Jersey printed notes in two colors. Printing 
was a labor-intensive process, so it was thought requiring two printings 
per note would be too cumbersome for counterfeiters. Also, Parker used 
red ink as the second color, which then was more expensive than black. 


In Maryland, William Green of Annapolis used other anti-counterfeiting 
measures including random wavy (indented) borders that had to match 
the original stub book, elaborate engravings, random punctuation, and 
superfluous characters. The example below is a “Half a Dollar” from the 
Maryland emission of March 1, 1770. On this example, the engraver’s 
initials “TS” (Thomas Sparrow) appear at to the top, a small “a” was 
inserted between “half’ and “dollar”, and there is an accent mark over 
the “a” in “Exchange.”

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Anti-counterfeiting technology has become very advanced since the 
colonial days. When Congress created the National Currency Bureau in 
1861, they chose green ink for the original “greenbacks” because it 
would not photograph properly. When small-size notes were introduced 
in 1928, they included intricate geometric patterns produced by 
specialized engraving machines that are difficult to replicate by hand. 
Today, the Bureau of Engraving and Printing has introduced the new 
$100 Federal Reserve Note with anti-counterfeiting technology including 
a watermark, security thread, color-shifting ink, micro printing and a 
new security ribbon that appears to animate as the note is tilted. Rather 
than threatening death, today’s currency is protected under laws enforced 
by the U.S. Secret Service, formed in 1865 as part of the Department of 
the Treasury following the Civil War to stop counterfeit currency that 
was printed in an to attempt to wreck the Union economy. Up to half of 
the currency in circulation is estimated to have been counterfeit then. 

The responsibility to protect the president and other national officials and 
their families was added to their responsibilities in 1901 following the 
assassination of President William McKinley and expanded over time. 
Today, the U.S. Secret Service is part of the U.S. Department of 
Homeland Security with the same mission to protect U.S. money from 
counterfeiting. They reported making 2,506 domestic arrests for 
counterfeiting as well as assisting with 360 foreign arrests during fiscal 
year 2009. This helped remove $182 million in counterfeit currency 
from circulation, making them one of the world’s premiere law 
enforcement organizations.

Part Eleven: An Introduction to Roy Booker's Medals

The most popular design of zodiac medals was developed by Roy 
Booker of Atlanta, Georgia. Unlike the Lucky Buddha and Ushers 
medals discussed previously, these medals do not carry a copyright date 
or any indication as to the issuer. However, some were issued in 
envelopes (see sample below, actual size 63x107mm), but whether the 
1949 date is for the medals or just the envelopes is not clear. These 
medals have been issued in gilded brass, brass, and aluminum over 
several decades, probably by a number of different mints, as the legend's 
lettering and positioning vary considerably.

Most of the medals are 25.5mm in diameter, occasionally found holed or 
with an attached loop. Typical weights are 6.8g for brass, 6.3 for brass 
with a hole, 7.15g for brass with a loop, 3.15g for 19.3mm brass, and 
1.9g for aluminum. Most medals show the sign of the zodiac, often with 
a nude figure, with the sigil, Latin name, and dates of the sign on the 
obverse, while the reverse has, from top to bottom, the lucky numbers, a 
four-leaf clover, a description of those bom under the sign, a horseshoe, 
and the lucky day. The lucky day always corresponds to the planet 
traditionally associated with the sign. I can’t see much rhyme or reason 
to the lucky numbers, though 5 and 8 are under-represented and 3 and 9 
are over-represented. The basic legends follow.

I find it interesting that the descriptions on the medals do not match what 
is on the envelopes. I have a number of mules where the obverse is 
Taurus and the reverse is Capricorn. Most dealers don't notice this 
because few realize that Taurus is associated with Venus whose day is 
Friday, while Capricorn is associated with Saturn and Saturday. These 
mules seem to be reasonably common. The month names are all 
abbreviated except for the short-named months of May, June, and July. 
April is abbreviated for Aries but is not for Taurus, presumably to match 
the other month mentioned on the medal. The typical designs are on the 
next page. In future articles, I will discuss the different varieties I have 
found. I'm sure there are many others waiting to be discovered. 





The Aries figure shows a nude woman kneeling with her back to a tree 
playing a pipe while a small ram skips or butts nearby. The Taurus is the 
only figure without a nude human figure. Instead a bull stands facing a 
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tree on his left. Gemini has twin boys playing pipes on either side of a 
flowering tree or tall bush with a thin trunk or stem. Cancer shows a 
nude Venus riding her scallop shell while a very rotund crab stands at 
right with the ocean in the background. A nude woman rides a lion 
backwards and sidesaddle on the Leo medal, with palm trees behind. 
Virgo is associated with harvest, so the nude female on the Virgo holds a 
few sheaves of wheat while sitting on a rock. The nude holds a pair of 
balance scales on the Libra, kneeling and looking upwards. It's not clear 
what the nude is doing on the Scorpio medal, but she is kneeling left 
with her head back and one arm raised. The scorpion is highly stylized 
with pincers at bottom left and tail raised high. The side legs look more 
like tentacles than real scorpion legs. The Sagittarius medal shows a 
nude male pulling a bow facing right by tufts of tall grass. A nude 
woman kneels right and appears to offer a cluster of grapes to a goat 
which is standing on its hind legs on the Capricorn medal. Aquarius 
(water bearer) is personified by a nude female flying left using wings on 
her feet much like Hermes, pouring out a vase of water over a body of 
water with hills and a cluster of trees in the background. The nude 
woman on Pisces seems to be riding two fish to the right while a third 
fish swims left behind. 



I also have a couple medals which were struck into a 35.1mm 
surrounding brass collar with rays on one side and blank on the other. 
Perhaps the intention was to engrave a name on the reverse, but both 
pieces I have are blank. Special 35.1mm versions were made for New 
Orleans radio station WYLD in aluminum with a large hole at bottom. 
These don't have the dates or sigil on the obverse, only the Latin name. 
Instead, the dates appear near the bottom of the reverse. The clover and 
horseshoe are also there, but the rest of the inscription advertises the 
radio station and its cash prizes. Each piece is individually stamped with 
a unique number. 
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There are also some 19.3mm versions around, though they are much 
more scarce and they have the dates on the reverse replacing the clover 
and horseshoe. One of the small versions has a blank back and so was 
probably attached to a plaque or fob. Many of them are holed, apparently 
in the after-market. I have a Lucite pen stand with a set of twelve 
different medals in order from January through December (the traditional 
sequence is March to February). I've found a couple with built-in loops, 
and also one piece with Kay Jewelers logo on the reverse. It's possible 
other companies used these designs on metal store cards.

• Article 2 Section 3: change reinstatement requirement to just 
paying current-year dues and not require paying prior-year dues

• Article 5: allow the Editor to tally and report on election results 
instead of the Chairman of the Nominating Committee
